2 Covert Action, published in Wash- 
ington under the active guidance of 
renegade CIA official Philip Agee 
now believed living in Italy — 
frankly states its mission as wreck- 
ing the intelligence agency. 

The "Naming Names" section in 
the latest edition gave biographies 
and past posts of two CIA officers 
now said to be working out of the U.S. 
Embassy in Paris, and recent arriv- 
als of alleged top CIA personnel at 
U.S. embassies in Italy. India, Vene- 
zuela, El Salvador and Jordan.
